Even the 
fellow who always plays it safe to avoid 
hard decisions can get into trouble. While 
we may be forced to change or delay some 
of our cherished plans, I can see no reason 
for dropping them. For all its vast 
progress, farming remains a crude in- 
dustry compared to its standing 25 years 
hence. It's a great time to be alive and

@ Have you enrolled in night school yev?

enrolled in some kind of adult education 
Some call it “fourth level of learning”’ as

Our farm progress must depend more 
and more on research, which in turn de- 
pends on the action of farmers through 
their legislators to be gencrous with our 
land-grant colleges. Right now a new 
crop is needed to replace wheat on the 
Great Plains and eliminate a wasteful 
surplus. Blackleg vaccine, discovered at 
Kansas State College, is saving Kansas 
farmers and ranchers more than 21 mil- 
lion dollars annually. 

Studies easing hard farm work to re- 
duce the number of farm deaths from 
bad hearts have a value which cannot be 
estimated in terms of dollar return to 
society. We must ensure a continuous 
flow of new ideas and make sure they 
will be tested and made available to all 
in the shortest possible time. 


@ This winter, | heard a woman speaker 
at a convention declare more women are 
needed in government and more men are 
needed in the home. She didn’t say 
exactly that a lot of fellows now in gov- 
ernment jobs should be sent home. But I 
would have applauded.

THE FARMERS WASHINGTON 


® Congress won’t make major farm-program changes 


® Here are changes Secretary Benson wants 


® Drop in dairy supports upped processor profits 


By Richard Wilson 


Outlook cloudy. What will the election 
results mean to farmers when the new 
Congress convenes in a few days? Noth- 
ing specific immediately. But for the long 
run, an attempt is already under way to 
restore stable 90-percent price guaran- 
tees. Will it succeed? Probably not 

Phe Democratic leadership of Congress 
intends, in the words of Spe aker Sam 
Rayburn, to “fix up” the Benson farm 
bill. The new chairman of the Hous 
Agriculture Committee, Representative 
Harold Cooley of North Carolina, is an 
advocate of 90-percent guarantees. He 
will try to get 90-percent supports back 

But the new Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee chairman, Allen J. Ellender of 
Louisiana, wants to go slow. Further- 
more, there are no important changes in 
the farm leadership of Congress on either 
side. Pro and anti stable price-support 
forces maintain the same strength. Actu 
ally, the question never was a strict party 
political issue 

So the outlook is for not much change 

with one important exception. Some 
thing may be done about dairy price sup- 
ports, Secretary Benson is due to submit 
a special report when the new Congress 
opens. A lot of study is being given to 
easing the dairy situation. It is pretty 
plain that in many key areas dairy farm- 
ers pulled away from the Republican 
party in the last election 

Benson's report in January will be on 
possible alternative methods of control- 
ling surpluses of dairy products and 
handling price supports 
Benson's changes. Secretary Benson 
has some ideas of his own on farm-pro- 
gram changes. They aren't extensive, but 
will be important to some groups. He 
will do these things 
© Ease restrictions on growing wheat 
strictly for livestock feeding 
© Help farmers who have had poor luck 
growing durum wheat 
® Re-examine the entire sugar-beet-pro 
duction program 
© Present “all the alternatives” to the 
present dairy program 
® Oppose any changes in the price-sup 
port provisions of the present law 
® Oppose new egg-buying programs, but 
possibly make some effort to increase 
normal consumption 

On the whole. Secretary Benson was 


well pleased with the election outcome 


(See page 43 for Secretary Benson’s 


special report to farmers.) 


Farm future. Every year, the experts 
gather in Washington, or nearby, to look 
in the crystal ball. This is called the an- 
nual “outlook conference As usual, this 
year they foresaw that numbers of farm- 
ers will grow fewer, farms bigger, and 
that the farmers’ share of the national 
income will grow smaller 

Grover W. Ensley, staff director of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on the 
Economic Report, went a step further 
and took a 10-year look at agriculture 
and its problems 

He found that farmers will increase 
their productivity faster than other seg 
ments of the economy. Weekly output per 
maz, will increase on the farms by 40 per- 
cent, he forecast, while in industry the 
increase will be 35 percent 

Ihe population will go up 20 percent, 
he thinks, with a commensurate demand 
for more food. There will be more leisure 
time. Ensley thinks a 3-day weekend is 
probable, instead of the present 2-day 
weekend, Average weekly hours of work, 


he says, will decline at least 4 hours 


Butter drop. Various agencies are now 
finding out what happened when admin- 
istration policies forced a drop in the 
price of butter. The Senate Agriculture 
Committee found that processors’ profit 
went up, and it was the dairyman who suffered 
The Department of Agriculture found 
that housewives were using about 10 per- 
cent more butter and less margarine 

So, the story is about what anyone with 
sense would expect. A butter-price drop 
hurts the farmer helps the processor and 
the consumer. This is very elementary 
agricultural economics——but it has cost 
the federal government about $25,000 to 


make official reports on the subject 


Every state now in milk program. 
Every state in the country now is in the 
Special School Milk Program—which 
provides for 50 million dollars a year for 
the next two years to increase milk con- 
sumption by school children 

More schools now will start serving 
milk, and schools that have been serving 
milk will extend the service to more chil- 
dren. Through the program, schools are 
reimbursed for a part of the cost of milk 
served in excess of their former use. END

Si. different kinds of lice attack cattle 
One of these, the reddish-brown, biting 
cattle louse, has a broad, triangle-shaped 
head and is shown in top drawing above 
Ihe others are blood suckers with narrow 
pointed heads and bluish, slate-colored 
bodies. The short-nosed cattle louse, also 
shown above, is one of these 

The chewing louse may loosen the hair 
to the point where it is easily rubbed off 
Sucking lice reduce gains and lower milk 
production, and cattle have been killed 
in severe epidemics 

Sucking lice often show first as dark- 
blue patches, up to the size of a 50-cent 
piece. Watch for these on the skin folds 
of the head, neck, withers, and inner 


surfaces of the legs 


Use spray or dust. Both sprays and 
dusts are very effective and both have a 
place. Sprays or dips are convenient and 
aften preferred in mild weather. In win- 
ter, dusts are usually preferred 

Rotenone-bearing insecticides, meth- 
oxychlor, and lindane are all safe and ef- 
fective on dairy cattle. A spray contain- 
ing 1 pound of 5-percent rotenone, 12 
pounds of 50-percent methoxychlor wet- 
table powder, or 4 pounds of 25-percent 
lindane wettable powder per 100 gallons 
is satisfactory. Add 2 pounds of any 
household detergent to improve the cov- 
erage. Effective dust treatments for dairy 
cattle should contain 1 percent rotenone, 
10 percent methoxychlor, or 1 percent 
lindane. A second treatment 10 to 14 
days later usually is needed for complete 
control 

In addition to the above, the following 
can be used on beef cattle: DDT, toxa- 
phene, and chlordane. All are commonly 
used at 0.5 percent, by weight. in sprays 
For dusting, use a 5-percent DDT pow 
der. Follow the directions on the label 
and repeat the treatment in about two

Stilbestrol . 


you'll be using it

ake female sex hormone, stilbestrol, can 
now be included in beef-cattle rations as 
a result of a go-ahead signal from the 
Pure Food and Drug Administration 
One stilbestrol premix is now on the 
market. This go-ahead means you can 
now feed the hormone to beef animals 
and you can implant it in sheep 

Why should you be interested in this 


hormone? Here’s the answer 


Steers gain faster, Workers at lowa 
State College fed stilbestrol to steers. The 
steers weighed about 700 pounds at the 
start of the experiment, and the amount 
of hormone they were fed along with a 
basic fattening ration varied from 2 to 
10 milligrams daily. For comparison, the 
head of a match weighs about 50 milli- 
grams, and 5 single grains of sand weigh 
5 milligrams 

In spite of these very small amounts of 
stilbestrol, the steers getting it gained 
faster than those without the hormone. In 
three separate experime nts the best gains 
made without stilbestrol amounted to 
2.51 pounds daily, while the steers getting 
the hormone gained 3.4] pounds daily. The 
poorest gains were 2.12 pounds daily 
without the hormone and 2.5 pounds with 
the hormone 

Just multiply these differences by the 
number of steers in your feedlot and by 
the number of days they are on feed, and 
you can see for yourself that there is a 


real advantage to stilbestrol feeding 


Cheaper gains. But this is only half the 
story. The stilbestrol-fed steers not only 
gained more-—about 35 percent-—they 
gained much more economicolly. The 
hormone-fed steers required about /00 
pounds less feed for each 100 pounds gained 
than the steers without the hormone in 
their ration. This represents a reduction 
in feed cost per unit of gain of about 20 
percent 

From the results, you may wonder how 
such a small amount of hormone can im 
prove both the rate of gain and feed effi 
ciency. This question has been a puzzle 
to many of us working with this hormone 
substance 


Improves digestion. The most recent 
work from the Missouri Experiment Sta- 
tion may contain all or part of the answe 


to this question. These workers showed 
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for faster gains 


that stilbestrol, both in the test tube and 
in the living animal, is able to improve 
digestibility, perhaps by benefiting ru- 
men bacteria 

In sheep, digestibility of cellulose was 
improved 16 percent while that of pro- 
tein was improved 18 percent by the ad- 
dition of stilbestrol to the ration. These 
differences probably are high enough to 
account for both the increased rates of 
gain and the greater efficiency of feed 
utilization found in most experiments 

It may also explain why this hormone 
is most effective when it is given in very 
small amounts to cattle and sheep, both 
of which consume a lot of roughage con- 
taining cellulose. Thus, in sheep and cat- 
tle, stilbestrol is not actually a “fattening 
hormone but seems to act more like a 
growth-promoting substance 

Another interesting finding relates to 
the effect of stilbestrol in bulls. This work 
was carried out at the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Workers there found 
that bulls implanted with stilbestrol 
gained more rapidly and cheaper than 
did unimplanted bulls and steers 

This finding may be of future interest 
to cattle breeders who may not wish to 
castrate their beef calves at an early age, 
but may want to keep them in reserve as 
possible breeders. This work also shows 
that there is little advantage in early 
castration as far as rate or economy of 
gain is concerned 

Most of the work done to date on cat- 
tle, sheep, and chickens indicates that 
there is a lot to be gained from the use of 
stilbestrol in the feed or as an implant 


Implantation vs. feeding. Opinions 
on implantation vs. feeding are still di- 
vided, and more work will be needed to 
settle this important point. The use of 
implants probably is safer than feeding 
because it is easier to keep track of a few 
pellets than of tons of treated feed. The 
feed could be given by mistake to animals 
for which it is not intended 

It remains to be seen whether the re- 
sults produced by pellets are as good as 
those obtained by feeding. If the hormone 
acts in the rumen—as the Missouri work 
suggests—-the shortest route to it is 
through the mouth. One disadvaniage of 
pellets lies in the fact that the female sex 
hormone causes abnormal sexual activity 
and raised tailheads even in males. Be- 
cause of the small quantities of hormone 
involved in feeding, neither of these de- 
fects is observed. END

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Frozen-semen progress 


1, a few years, you may go to your local 
veterinarian or a livestock center and 
purchase a small box of frozen semen 
from a group of the nation’s top bulls 

Phis box of semen vials packed in dry 
ice or liquid nitrogen may be the way you 
will be buying your bull. Just think of no 
longer owning a bull—no more feed, dis- 
ease, or danger of being gored. By the 
time this comes about, tec hnicians may 
even be guaranteeing heifers 
Many research projects. The tech- 
nique of freezing semen alter proper mix- 
ing with glycerol is being investigated by 
20 agricultural experiment stations and 
30 artificial-breeding associations 

In general, experiments have shown 
that results with frozen semen are 10 pet 
cent lower than when fresh diluted semen 
is used. When nonfrozen semen is used, a 
nonreturn to service for 67 to 75 percent 
of all cows is considered good. Several 
stations are working on the ume of freez- 
ing and have successfully dropped the 
freezing time from 18 to 24 hours to + 
minutes. The amount of glycerol needed 
and the type of diluent still bears consid- 
erable investigating 

Probably the biggest problem in the 


field is the variation between bulls. Som« 


bulls won't “freeze’’—that is, their semen 


will not stand the freezing process 
Use is growing. Today, commercial 
artificial-breeding centers are using fro- 
zen semen in a limited way. Also, a sur- 
prising number of large herds are using 
the program. For instance, a farmer with 
a large beef herd jointly owns a bull with 
another breeder several! hundred miles 
away I hey freeze the semen on one larm 
and send it to the other farm whenever a 


supply is needed 


Saving valuable semen. Several breed- 
ers owning valuable bulls are collecting 
freezing, and storing quantities of semen 
at the time their bull is producing quality 


Some bulls show extreme varia- 


semen 
tion in semen quality at different times 
during the year 

Some breed associations have ruled 


that all semen ‘froze’ from a bull must 


be destroyed when the bull dies. In Can 
ada, all semen is frozen at one locatio 
and if a bull is sold, his frozen semen must

Hardin and Hadley: You can substi- 
tute beans for corn and oats, and rye or 
barley for wheat. Or you can substitute 
sorghum for corn and replace wheat 
acreage with beans 

Russell: I think we are due for some 
new thinking on crop rotations. Oats has 
been an unprofitable crop too long 
Further development of wide-row”’ 
corn planting may be one solution 

With continued high operating costs 
and lower government supports, we will 
have to have more bushels per acre of 
high-income crops. Nitrogen and other 
commercial fertilizers now let us use our 
good land harder and still maintain 
fertility 

Boger: Soybeans continue to look good 
A strong foreign demand is helping to 
keep prices bid up to a profitable point 

Oakleaf: You should always plant high- 
profit crops until they reduce your /ong- 
lime earning power from your farm 
Should we buy more, le 
fertilizer this year? 

Hardin and Hadley: Answer is still to 
fertilize according to (a) soil test and (b) 
probable prices 

Fertilizer prices shouldn’t increase 
much this year. If you didn’t fertilize up 
to the high-profit point last year, use 
more. If last year’s fertilizer program was 
sound, there’s littl reason to cut back 

Russell: We should buy more fertilizer 
in 1955. Farmers’ income is derived from 
bushels and pounds times price. Fertiliz- 
er, properly used, is the quickest and most 
economical way to get more bushels and 
pounds 

Boger: Buy more. Sure, the investment 
looks big-——but so are the returns. One bit 
of advice, though ( heck the price per 
pound of nutrient against its avatlability 
and your needs. Invest in the “‘best’’ buy. 

Oakleaf: With support prices on corn, 
invest in fertilizer until you are taking 
money away from a more profitable part 
of your farm business. END

Bindweed—tough, but 
worth controlling 


Bindweed is a tough cooky! Read 
Kansas State College’s new bulletin, 
“Bindweed how to control —_ and 
you'll find out why. The publication is 
the result of 17 years of bindweed-control 
tests at the college. Bindweed can be con- 
trolled, the bulletin says—but it takes an 
average of 16.2 cultivations 

The authors, F. L. Timmons and W 
M. Phillips, suggest a cultivation every 
2 weeks the first 2 or 3 months of treat- 
ment, then cultivate every 3 wecks 
through the second year. In western 
Kansas, 1 year of intensive fallow with 3 
years of wheat seeded in early October 
and field cultivation between combining 
and seeding results in eradication 

Even though control was expensive, 
Phillips and Timmons found that it was 
profitable—wheat averaged bushels 
and oats 13.5 more on bindweed-free land 

These tests also verified what many 
farmers knew already—you can't grow 
kafir on bindwe ed- hoked soils 


What to do with sawdust? 
Spread it on poor soil 


Sawdust, when plentiful, is just the 
thing to improve soils. Probably not too 
practical on a farm-size basis, the sawmill 
heap may be just what you need on soils 
where you grow vegetables or on small 


problem spots in fields 


The samples above originally were the 
same field. Sample B, however, is from 
the half that has now received 10 tons of 
sawdust per acre plus 100 pounds of a 
tual nitrogen to help decompose it. Field 
A, as can be seen, has a poorer structure 
(cracks) and less organic matter (lighter 
color). Drouthiness or lower water-hold 
ing capacity goes with these problems 

Another often-asked question about 
sawdust and wood chips—do they in- 
crease soil acidity?—was answered in 
this field. Acidity of the two fields is the 
same. These fields actually exist at the 
Soil Conservation Service Nursery at 
Big Flats, New York.—L. 8S. H., New York.

Records kept on the flock, which are 
checked by the county agent, show that 
Terrell gets results. The lamb crop the 
past three years has ranged between 170 
and 180 percent. Terrell expects every 
ewe to drop at least one lamb, and he 
wants the flock to lamb within a 3-weck 


period. This helps at marketing time 


No winter shelter. An unusual man 
agement feature on this farm is the car« 


of the ewes in the winter. The flock runs 


on pasture with no shelter until Febru- 
ary, although good-quality hay is fed 
Phe ewes come up to lambing time vigor- 
ous and rugged, and not pampered. The 
lambs are born strong and full of life 

In February, a month before lambing 
the flock is allowed to come to the barns 
for a half pound of grain feed per head 
daily. This is a home-mixed feed of 50 
pounds corn, 30 pounds oats, 20 pounds 
wheat bran, and 10 pounds linseed oil 
meal 

The ewes are sheared before lambing 
[hey will usually average around 10 


pounds of wool per ewe 


Ewes lamb in barn. Lambing pens are 
set up in the warmest section of the barn 
Each new mother and her lambs are 
penned together for a few days. After 
lambing is over, the flock can run on pas- 
ture lots near the barn and get a liberal 
feed of both hay and grain until the 
meadow fields are ready for grazing 
From this time on, grass and legume pas- 
tures are their sole feed 

Worm-infested lambs just don’t top 
markets! To combat this preblem, a two- 
barreled attack is used. The flock gets 
a regular drenching. Just feeding treated 
salt will no longer turn the trick. Just as 
important as drenching is the rotation of

Flock is rotated. The flock is moved to 
a fresh field every 2 weeks.

Holes in floor drop bedding directly to 
loafing area, Webb pushes the straw down 
several holes and lets his cows spread it 


4 stalls. Cows come in one door, exit by 
going straight ahead after milxing and 
feeding. Ground feed is simply scooped 
into troughs from open hoppers at the 
milker’s elbow. Grain, stored over the 
milking room, runs to a hammer mill, is 
blown back to bins over the hoppers 

Webb's hay handling is a sight for sore 
eyes to anyone who has wrestled bales to 
hard-to-reach hay chutes. To begin with, 
he chops his hay and blows it into the 
mow, so there is no moving by hand. The 
hay chutes along both sides of the mow 
can be reached with a fork from any- 
where. Bunks run the length of chutes 
therefore, no spreading below 

Harry Webb is not only an expert on 
ways to avoid work, but he is a good 
dairyman. We asked him to list the main 
points of his dairy operation. They follow 

“1, A minimum of time spent per cow 

“2. A minimum of money invested in 
buildings and equipment and still get the 
job done. All buildings were built from 
home-grown lumber and my labor. Most 
of the equipment was made in my shop 

*3 The cows are not pushed to the 
limit for high records. They are fed com- 
pletely on home-grown feed, heavy on 
pasture and roughage, with little grain 
The only feed purchased is salt. With 
this management, the cows last longer 
There is little sickness. Milk flow is steady 

“4, We sell to a grade-A milk market 
Our milk brings a premium over the year 
of about $1 per hundred above the man- 
ufactured-milk price 

“5. In actual cash cost, I have about 
$400 invested per cow. The D.H.LA 
records show an average net over feed 
cost of $300 per cow per year for the past 
10 years.” 

Here are some details of the time study 
made of Webb's labor practices: Milking 
and utensil « leanup, 3! ® minutes per cow 
per milking; feeding and bedding, 1 min- 
ute per head per day; or a total time of 8 
minutes per head per day. Forty-eight 
hours per cow per year

Your share 
of those surpluses wouldn’t look so big in 
your basement—though they do look big 
by the time city people hear about them 

All of us in agriculture are extremely 
anxious to make our food production just 
exactly balance with the demand. So far, 
we have come within about 5 percent of succeed- 
ing. Ought we not give a few thanks we 
are 5 percent over, rather than 5 percent 
under, our needs? And ought we not ex- 
plain this happy fact to our solvent cus- 
tomers, then devote our energies to hg- 
uring how to move some of this abun- 
dance into the stomachs of the /ess solvent? 

It is extremely bad public relations for 
both agriculture and the United States 
for us to loudly complain that we have 
too much food, while millions of our own 
citizens are improperly fed, and hundreds 
of millions abroad are seriously hungry 
It’s like a millionaire complaining to a 
crowd of poor folk that his safe is too full 
of money. Mr. Carnegie didn’t get rich 
selling that kind of advice. 


The principal problem to be solved in 
correcting all this is to make the decision 
to start. To build what farmers need and 
deserve—a positive public-relations pro- 
gram for agriculture. I’m not going to 
outline, here, the long list of things we 
would do~-for they are already well 
known. The roads to good public rela- 
tions are well mapped. The tools to use 
are time-tested through years of extensive 
public-relations efforts of industry 

What is needed now is a shift of empha- 
sis. Or, more accurately, a sharing of em- 
phasis. In agriculture, we have put nearly 
all our efforts back of the attempt to im- 
prove the techniques of farm production 
Our success has been spectacular—and 
we believe we’ ve only started to show how 
well we can farm. 

But now we see production alone is not 
enough. Agriculture already has the be- 
ginnings of a real public-relations problem 
And it does not yet have the beginnings 
of a real public-relations program. END

How to warm 


a hard-to-heat 
room 


By S. S. DeForest 





Cold floors can be warmed by providing 
insulation under the floor joists or be- 
tween them. In this case, insulation board 
is being used. For blanket or batt types, 
place the vapor barrier on top. You can 
prevent ground moisture from rising and 
damaging wooden floors by providing 
ordinary roll roofing over the earth 
Overlap the joints 


Stop air leaks around the windows and 
doors and through them. Loose window- 
panes and cracks around window and 
doorframes are easily puttied or calked 
Weatherstripping and storm sashes and 
doors will save as much fuel as 2” of in- 
sulation in the ceiling or walls, besides 
preventing many drafts. Insulation in 
walls and ceilings helps comfort, too

Add another heat duct to rooms that 
refuse to be warm. Or, check over the 
duct size all the way from outlet to fur- 
nace, Its area should always be the same 
as it turns corners, goes under beams or 
between joists. A duct that narrows down 
in one or more places “throttles” the heat 
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Blow heat from overheated room to 
one needing heat. A fan above the space 
heater will help distribute heat collecting 
near the ceiling 

Putting an opening in the wall near the 
ceiling will let trapped heat move to next 
room. A fan here will cause the move- 
ment to be more positive. And, you can 
equip your heater with a fan, too 


Provide a wall heater to increase heat 
Nowadays, unit heaters are small and do 
not take up valuable floor space. Each 
room can be individually, thermostatic- 
ally controlled with a heater in each 

It’s generally best to use a unit that 
does not use up room oxygen for opera- 
tion. Electric heaters don’t have this 
problem nor do they need a vent for 
burned gases 


Use heat lamps for localized, quick 
heating. They start heating the instant 
they go on. Baby bathing or any cold 
bathroom, for that matter, might require 
such a heater. 





Let your air conditioner help heat the 
room. Some are built to provide supple- 
mental heat in addition to the cooling 
action. The fan helps move the heat, and 
you get filtered fresh air. Some use an 
electric heater; others reverse the cooling

lhe cou produced about the same amount 
of milk on all three systems. The daily pas 
ture rotation system resulted in 3,998 
pounds of milk, the green-lot feeding sys- 
tem produced 3,867 pounds of milk, and 
the continuous pasturing system 4 617 
pounds of milk. This was figured on the 
basis of milk produced per cow per acre 
per season 

However, in effu rency of land use production 
of milk per acre), it was calcutated that greet 
lot feeding was capable of producing 114 
pounds of milk, daily rotation system 5,497

In beef experiments during the 1954 
season, green-lot-fed cattle gained 1.3 
pounds pe: day as compared to .8 pound 
for pastured animals.

are shown. One is for a purebred-herd 
owner, the other for a commercial 
cattleman 

Production testing is simple. The only 
items you need are a set of livestock scales 
and a record book. Once you have these 
all you do is keep records of birth weights, 
weaning weights, rates of gain, efficiencies 
of gain, live-animal grades, carcass qual- 
ity, and dressing percentages. When you 
have these records, you can cull out slow- 
gaining, undesirable animals 

Keeping track of the items mentioned 
above may sound like quite a chore, but 
the farmers and ranchers following a 
production-testing program say the job 
takes very little time and the results are 
more than worth it 

You can get help in setting up a pro- 
duction-testing program on your farm 
Your county agent, vocational-agricul- 
ture instructor, or state college will help 

Now, what about the results from pro- 
duction testing? Many colleges and ex- 
perimental stations are doing production- 
testing work. Some of the latest work at 
Oklahoma A and M points out the basic 
values of production testing 


| at Oklahoma found that 
beef cows differ greatly in their ability to 
produce heavy calves, and the weaning 
weight of a heifer’s first calf is a good in 
dication of her future performance. As a 
result of this finding, the first-calf wean- 
ing weight can be used as a basis for cu//- 
ing or keeping a heifer. Without production 
testing, poor-producing cows or bulls 
might be kept in a herd for years simply 
because they /ook good. 

In 8 different experimental groups at 
Oklahoma tested over a 4-year period, 
the top cows weaned calves weighing //0 
pounds more per year than the bottom 
cows in each lot. So, in 4 years, the top 
cows produced the equivalent of an extra 
140-pound calf at no extra feed cost. The 
added value at 20 cents a pound would 
be $88. Also, the heavier, fatter calves 
presumably would be worth more pet 
pound, further increasing the net return 

Production-testing programs are not 
limited to the producer of purebred 
stock, although purebred breeders were 
the first to begin using the program 

If you have a grade herd of beef cows, 
putting the herd on a production-testing 
program will help you weed out cows 
that are poor or irregular producers, shy 
breeders, and poor milkers. Records of 
performance will also show up bulls that 
do not settle cows promptly, as well as 
those that sire poor, slow-gaining calves 

[he experience of Joe Hock, Plain 
City, Ohio, is a good example of how 
valuable production testing is to a farm- 
er. Joe keeps about 45 Angus brood cows 
on his 355-acre farm 

Joe started keeping weight records in 
purchased a 
used set of barnyard platform scales. The 
scales cost $75, and another $150 was 
spent having them reconditioned 
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This cattleman considers the expendi- 
ture for the scales one of the wisest in- 
vestments he’s ever made. For instance, 
he discovered that he’d been feeding out 
4 steers at a cost of 34 cents a pound, so 
he sent them to market. The steers were 
high on the market that day but still 
brought only 27 cents a pound 

The most unusual discovery to date in 
Joe’s herd concerns a certain cow family 
Joe has an old brood cow of this line that 
has dropped a number of heifer calves 
with unusually good body conformation 

It seemed to Joe that since these heifers 
were so typey, they probably were not 
his best-gaining stock 

At the time the weighing started, only 
a daughter and the old cow herself were 
left in the herd. Each of these had heifer 
calves, and weight records were kept 

Individual weighings were made on 
November 16, December 12, January 2, 
January 15, and January 31. Both the 
daughter and the granddaughter of the 
old cow averaged a little over 2 pounds of gain 
per day for the 100 days on feed. Weights on 
the daughter, the younger of the two 
calves, were 570, 630, 665, 695, and 720 
Weights on the granddaughter were 610, 
665, 705, 725, and 760. So you see, type 
is still a good indication of gaining ability 
But because an animal is typey, it’s no 
guarantee of gaining ability 

Joe no longer sells his heifers by guess 
He knows what they have gained in his 
private test on them and prices them ac- 
cordingly. Of course, body conforma- 
tion and other standard means of pricing 
enter into the picture, too. But the day is 
past when this cattlernan will let the best- 
gaining animals go for only a little more 
than the average. If buyers don’t want 
to pay a premium for the good gainers 
and many buyers do—they make ideal 
herd replacements 


Orther farmers, like Joe Hock, are sold 
on production testing, too. Carl Tyner 
Tipton, Indiana, said, “I wouldn't stay 
in business without keeping a close watch 
on my checking account. The same goes 
for production testing my beef herd. The 
records from production testing are simi- 
lar to a checking account. You have a 
record of what you’re putting into your 
herd, and probably more important, 
what you're getting out.” 

Details of a production-testing pro- 
gram for commercial cattlemen have been 
worked out by C. H. Codding and Sons, 
Foraker, Oklahoma. Selection of animals 
to go into their herd is based on tppe as 
well as birth and weaning weights. This 
year they plan to use artificial breeding 
This will enable them to breed as many of 
their 540 brood cows as possible to two 
bulls that have outstanding records on 
progeny tests 

R. E. Edwards, Peru, Indiana, said, 
“Production testing is the surest way I 
know of eliminating poor and inefficient 
producers.” 

To get full benefit from production 
iesting, start now and keep at it. Use the 
results. Cull out cows and bulls that don’t 
measure up. You'll soon be realizing a 
profit from your efforts.

Control cattle grubs 
with phenothiazine 


Cattle grubs can be controlled by feed- 
ing phenothiazine in a salt-mineral mix- 
ture. Dr. Benjamin Shwartz and others 
in the U.S.D.A. have run tests to prove 
the value of phenothiazine as a grub kill- 
er. One of the tests gave the following re- 
sults: (1) Untreated cattle had an average 
of 25 grubs; (2) treated cattle had an 
average of 4.5 grubs. Some cattlemen are 
already using this method of grub control 

For the mineral-salt mixture, any good 
mixture with trace minerals will do 
Many cattlemen use 10 pounds of pheno- 
thiazine, 30 pounds of salt, 30 pounds of 
steamed bonemeal, and 30 pounds of 
finely ground limestone to make 100 
pounds of the mixture.

Says creosote won’t 
cause X-disease 


Creosoted posts won't cause X-disease, 
according to the latest research. Dr. 
Frank Thorp, Michigan State College, 
reveals that studies show no connection 
between this cattle disease and Ameri- 
can creosote 

Doctor Thorp explained that the mis- 
understanding came about when cattle 
were in contact with creosote at the same 
time then had access to high-pressure 
greases. Or, the posts may have been 
treated with some type of oil instead of 
creosote. High-pressure greases that cat- 
tle lick off machinery may contain chlor- 
inated naphthalenes—one of the real 
causes of X-disease in cattle. 


More eggs per sow

annual crop and our high livestock num- 
bers, the carryover doesn’t look so big 

Wheat is tied up largely to the world 
situation and the weather. With a poor 
crop in Canada, and with more demand 
in sight abroad, combined with the fact 
that the crop here has been escaping bad 
weather, you can see that the wheat situ- 
ation could change 


@. What effect do you expect flexible 
supports and modernized parity to 
have on sales here at home and 
abroad? 

A. They will definitely enable us to step 
up sales and make us more competitive 
price-wise. Modernized parity will espe- 
cially help in wheat because wheat has 
been overpriced in relation to modern- 


ized parity 


@. And what effect on farm prices? 


A. Over a period of time, farm income 
should average higher to the extent that 
you make it possible to produce more and 
sell for more. This will result in a higher 
gross and higher net income for farmers 

President Eisenhower has emphasized 
gradualism in the transition. That’s an- 
other reason it will take time—but by 
changing over gradually we will not risk 
jarring the farm economy 


@. Do you feel that the surplus-dis- 
posal bill, flexible supports, and other 
measures taken by Congress, plus ad- 
ministrative authority you now have, 
are sufficient to bring “surpluses” in- 
to line? 
A. They will all help, and certainly we 
are beginning to see the end of surplus 
accumulation. Take butter, for instance 
We reached a peak in accumulation on 
July 28, 1954, with 466 million pounds 
By October 20, we had worked that down 
to 402 million pounds. We have not pur- 
chased any appreciable amount of butter 
since September 17 

One of the toughest jobs is stopping the 
build-up of stocks. If we can get the build- 


up stopped, we can dispose of the stocks 


@. Is anything else needed to stop the 
“surplus” build-up? 
A. No more major things now. Minor ac- 


tions will be asked for in spot situations 


@. How do you view the theory that 
our present problem is one of under- 
consumption, rather than producing 
too much? 

A. There’s another view—that it’s un- 
balanced production. Look at the increase 
in production of wheat in states like Illi- 
nois, Michigan, and Ohio in recent years 
They produce wheat, then buy feed from 
the Cornbelt. They should be growing 
feed instead of wheat for government 


storage 


@. How can we increase consumption? 


A. On the matter of underconsumption 
I personally feel that research and mar- 
keting will help overcome that 

For instance, milk consumption is too 
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low in parts of the South, partly because 
they lack refrigeration. Development of 
dry milk and instant milk should help 
solve that. That’s the result of work on 
the research side 

Part is educational. Families will have 
to decide how much to spend for clothes 
and movies and how much for milk for 
the kids. Price flexibility will help some 
Education on the values of a better dict 
will help, too 


@. Can we control production? 


A. ‘Best control of production is free 
movement of prices. We can have some 
effect with acreage restrictions. But con- 
trols tend to be overcome by such things 
as taking out the poorest acres, increased 
use of fertilizers, planting other crops, 
and irrigation 


@. Do you feel that flexible price sup- 
ports are the ultimate answer to the 
farm income problem? 

A. The ultimate answer is efficiency and 
more effective farming for the individual 
farmer. 

For the whole agricultural economy 
there are three schools of thought on pos- 
sible solutions. One is that our population 
upsurge of 2)4 million people a year and 
a rapidly expanding world population 
will create a market for all we can pro- 
duce. Another is that scientists will keep 
giving us new developments which will 
keep us ahead of population growth 

The third school believes that with 
flexible supports, we will be able to ad- 
just produc tion to whatever relation exists 


@. What is necessary to enable farm- 
ers to get 100 percent of parity in the 
market place? 
A. All of these things we have been talk- 
ing about above will help bring it about 
Farmers can get 100 percent of parity 
for many commodities now by proper 
timing of marketing, producing better 
quality, and by good farm management 
I or instance, wool growerscan get over 
100 percent of parity by producing qual- 
ity wool, Soybeans have averaged 112 
percent of parity for the 9 years since 
World War II. And corn growers could 
get above 100 percent of parity for their 
corn by selling their corn through hogs 
during any of the 20 months preceding 
October, 1954 


@. Should farmers feel we are entitled 
to full parity of income with other 
groups? 

A. Yes, they are entitled to it, definitely 
We think their own initiative and ability 
should enter into it—it should not just be 
given to them by the government. The 
government should help provide the op- 
portumty for farmers to earn full parity of 


income, not guarantee it 


@. Do you feel that flexible supports 
will hasten the movement of small 
farmers to more profitable industries? 
A. No. That's an entirely different issue 
We want to stress that price supports 
mean very little to these small farmers 
They don’t produce enough to take ad- 
vantage of price supports

Proper pressure 
in tractor tires 


improves performance 


ry 
a tor maintenance doesn’t stop with 
engine care. Tires, too, need a thorough 
checkup to see that you're using the right 
pressure to get maximum pull, says Her- 
man Hall, extension agricultural engi- 
neer at the University of Missouri 

Peak performance will soon pay the 
cost of an air compressor in the farm shop 
Recommended pressure for rear tires is 
generally 12 pounds per square inch. But 
check your tractor book for exact pres 
sures under different loads 

For example, you need More pressur 
with mounted machinery. And when 
you're plowing, the furrow tire needs to 
be inflated to 16 pounds per square inch 

lires give traction in direct proportion 
to the load carried. Proper inflation al- 
lows full-tread contact with the ground 
and maximum traction. You get drawbar 
pull at rates of about one-half the load 
carried by the rear wheels. A pair of tires 
carrying 4,000 pounds can be expected to 
pull 2,000 pounds 

Even so, you will get some slippage 
But it should not exceed 8 percent. If 
more than that, you need to add more 
weight to the rear wheels, lighten the 
drawbar pull, or use a larger tractor 
Measure your slippage by counting the 
rear-wheel revolutions in 100 feet. Then 
add the load and check the distance 
traveled with the same number of revolu- 
tions. Subtract this from 100, and you'll 
have the percent of slippage 

Check tires with a special air-water 
gauge if they are liquid filled. And be 
sure the valve is at the bottom of the 
wheel when making the check. Proper 
inflation will add life to tires, tractor.

This will 
prevent excess strain and wear on the in- 
sulation; cord will be safer, last longe: 

5. Empty the dirt bag frequently 
after each use is a good idea if rugs are 
dirty. Most new cleaners have disposable 
liners, making it very simple to discard

6. Keep brushes adjusted (upright 
cleaner) to do the best job on type of rugs 
you have-——readjust them as they wear off 
from use so bristles are good length to 
clean well.
